So says the old North country rhyme 


about March, and everybody who cares 
to remember 'the bitter days which 
this 


month generally brings with it will ap- 
preciate the forcible phrase of ihe last 
two lines. If the character of: the month 
is truly set forth in weather lore, 
it 


stands condemned as the least reliable 
month of all ,the year, us its colloquial 
name of "March many weathers" indi- 
cates. The ideal March should be dry and 
blustering, aud not too warm. It it fails 
iu sonic of these respects, it may slill re- 
deem its reputation, if only it be dry. 
That is the iiuulity of 
March 
weather 


upou which the greater number of weath- 
er proverbs lay most stress. The old say- 
ing that "March dust is worth a guinea 
a bushel" is familiar in almost every lan- 
guage of the northern hemisphere.

The March sun, although it begins 
to 


climb noticeably higher, and gives us a 
longer day, is not strong enough to deal 
with tlie legacy of nioislnre left by win- 
ter to .-I waterlogged land, and so we iiml 
many of the proverbs for the month ex- 
pressing the hope for 'high winds. The 
treachery of the March sunshine is told 
in many a proverb. "The March 
sun 


entices you out to an ague." is an old 
country saying that expresses 
uu 
un- 


doubted truth. "March sun Ids 
snow 


stand on a stone," is another vivid ver- 
sion of the same idea. -A dry month with 
cold winds is, therefore, the thing to de- 
sire. ''A damp and warm March makes a 
rotten ye.-ir." 


The weather of the cud of March is 


said lo be alwiivs the reverse 
of 
tiiat 


which prevails at the beginning of the 
month. "If .March comes in like a lainh 
it goes out like ii lion." The most fre- 
quent Inibit of the month, however, 
is 


.-•aid lo lie Ihc reverse of this to come in 
lioreolv and go out mildly. Toward the 
end of Ihe month 
we get 
three days 


which are universally known as "Marcus 
borrowed days." Headers of Sir Walter 
Scott will remember that he refers to 
this quaint idea. It is feigned that -March I 
borrows these days, which arc wild 
and 


storm v. from April, in order to do all the 
damage possible before giving place 
to 


spring. There is an old rhyme 
about

Her voyages for 
years have consisted of brief trips across 
the Solent or tho English channel. Now 
she will undertake it longer soa journey. 
Her railway trip to llolyhcnd will 
be 


made in her own special train, aud she 
will take a large suite to Ireland witb 
her. 


Six months ago Engllshmcinvould huvo 


laughed at any ono who predicted that 
their sovereign would ever again cross 
the Irish channel. In Ireland oven the 
most loyal subjects had loag given up 
hope of over seeing her there. One cau 
imagine, therefore, how great was 
the 


surprise not only in ollicial circles, but 
nlso throughout tho 
United . Kingdom, 


when the news spread that 
the queen 


would soon go to Dublin, and would re- 
main there for some weeks, as the guest 
of the lord lieutcuaut at the Viceregal 
Lodge. 


Thrice before during her long reign 


has Victoria visited 
Ireland—in 
1S-10, 


1853 and ISO!. Memorable visits 
they 


wore, and more pleasant, iu one respect 
at least, than this ono can possibly be. 
sineo she was accompanied on each oc- 
casion by her husband, tho late prince 
consort.
